American Airlines files for 


bankruptcy protection 


DALLAS (AFP) - American 
Airlines’ parent company 
AMR filed for Chapter 11 
bankruptcy protection yester¬ 
day, as the troubled firm tried 
to put its finances in order 
while keeping planes in the sky 
and passengers in seats. 

"Chapter 11 reorganization 
is in the best interest of the 
company and its stakeholders," 
the firm said in an early-morn¬ 
ing statement, which also an¬ 
nounced the departure of 
chairman and chief executive 
Gerard Arpey. 

The airline said it hoped the 
move would help it secure 
"long-term viability" by im¬ 
proving costs, reducing its debt 



burden and trying to be more 
profitable amid rising jet fuel 
prices. 

The filing will allow the 
Texas-based carrier, which has 
extensive routes within the 


United States and the Ameri¬ 
cas, to restructure with more 
legal room-for-maneuver to 
renegotiate or cancel service 
and wage contracts.

Jackson doctor jailed for

death. 

He also said Murray should 
pay compensation to Jackson’s 
family, although he made no 
ruling on a prosecution pro¬ 
posal for $ 100 million in resti¬ 
tution, putting off a decision on 
the amount until January. 

"He has absolutely no sense 
of remorse," said judge 
Michael Pastor, after giving a 
scathing summary of the case 
against the 58-year-old doctor.

Official statement regarding the release of Gary Giordano 


from Chief Prosecutor Taco Stein

ORANJESTAD - Official 
Spokesperson for the Ministry 
of Justice, Chief Prosecutor 
Taco Stein, appeared before 
the press yesterday to make an 
official statement and respond 
to questions regarding the de¬ 
cision to release Maryland 
businessman Gary Giordano, 
the principal suspect in the dis¬ 
appearance of Robyn Gardner, 
who had accompanied Gior¬ 
dano to Aruba and disappeared 
on August 2. Giordano was ar¬ 
rested at the airport when at¬ 
tempting to leave on August 5, 
and has been in police custody 
ever since, claiming his inno¬ 
cence in any wrong doing the 
entire time. A number of times 
Mr. Giordano was brought be¬ 
fore the court, and the prosecu¬ 


tors and police were granted 
extensions of his incarcera¬ 
tion, in order for them to build 
a case to try him in the be¬ 
lieved death of Ms. Gardener. 

Last night at 8:00 PM the 
final extension of 30 days ex¬ 
pired, and the previous Fri¬ 
day, November 25, the judge 
had ruled against another ex¬ 
tension of his incarceration. 
“The grounds for seeking an 
extension this last time were 
flight risk, the seriousness of 
the alleged crime, the public 
outcry that followed that al¬ 
leged crime, and the fact the 
Mr. Giordano could hinder 
the investigation when re¬ 
leased,” stated Prosecutor 
Stein. He also explained his of¬ 
fice feels the grounds that jus¬ 
tified extensions previously are 
still in place, and so had ap¬ 
pealed to the High Court, a tri¬ 
bunal of 3 judges, to repeal the 
decision. 

Though Prosecutor Stein at¬ 
tempted to have the hearing 
scheduled prior to Mr. Gior¬ 
dano’s release, the High Court 
refused, citing that making that 
special concession from their 
regular schedule would be an 
infringement on the rights of 
Mr. Giordano. The hearing will 
take place in chambers today, 
November 30, and if the deci¬ 
sion repealed, an order for ex¬ 
tradition of Mr. Giordano back 
to Aruba will be issued to the 
U.S. authorities. 


Stein then went on to ex¬ 
plain the difference between 
the U.S. and Aruban, or Dutch 
justice system, which are both 
based on the premise that the 
suspect is innocent until proven 
guilty. Regarding differences: 
“In our system, people are held 
in pre-trial detention when the 
law allows us-cases in which 
this is allowed do not differ 
much. A main difference is we 
do not use a system of bail in 
our country.” In the U.S., a sus¬ 
pect needs to be charged early 
in the investigation, in the 
Aruban/Dutch system, the sus¬ 
pect is charged at the end; 
though the crimes of which 
they are suspected will be de¬ 
scribed in as much detail as 
possible, it is not a charge, per 
se. 

“Whether or not the High 
Court will grant the detention, 
we want to make it clear that 
the case does not end here, Mr. 
Giordano will remain our 
prime suspect,” he continued. 
“If we bring a charge, we must 
bring it for the trial, stating all 
the facts and circumstances 
pertaining to the case, so the 
suspect can prepare his de¬ 
fense. This means the investi¬ 
gation has yielded sufficient 
information for us to be able to 
draft that charge; we are not at 
that point yet. A charge, now, 
would lead to a situation where 
this can only bring an acquit¬ 
tal... this would be highly 
counterproductive. We are de¬ 
termined to continue the inves-

tigation. We want to know 
what happened to Robyn. This 
is not only to serve justice; we 
feel very strongly that Robyn’s 
family and friends should get 
answers.” 

He expressed his sympathy, 
as a father himself, of not 
knowing what has happened to 
his child, particularly with the 
holidays approaching. 

He then detailed extensive 
searches, along the shore, 
under the sea, with 6 cadaver 
dogs for 5 days, resulting in a 
deep water search with a spe¬ 
cialty dive team from the 
Royal Dutch Navy assisted by 
dive robots. “All these efforts 
did not lead us to traces of 
Robyn.” 

A number of other lines of 
investigation are still being 
pursued. Digital devices, com¬ 
puters confiscated from Mr. 
Giordano’s home, cameras, 
cell phone and laptops are 
being scrutinized, and the 
Prosecutor’s office is waiting 
for results from the FBI. DNA 
testing from blood found on 
the scene where he claims they 
entered the water has proved to 
be Robyn’s; however, he 
claims she cut her toe when 
initially entering the water. 
Taco Stein acknowledged that 
all evidence obtained up to this 
time is circumstantial. 

When asked what originally 
made Giordano a suspect, 
Stein cited his original state¬ 
ment did not coincide with the 
circumstances; claiming he 
was struggling against the 


waves, currents and winds for 
his own life, he was not paying 
attention to his companion’s 
difficulties. However, ob¬ 
servers and searchers report 
that the day of her disappear¬ 
ance the wind and water were 
quite calm and still, not at all 
the ordinary conditions that are 
usually present, as Mr. Gior¬ 
dano described. This first 
aroused their suspicions. 

Since his incarceration, Mr. 
Giordano has never wavered in 
his claim of innocence. A 
travel insurance policy for 1.5 
million dollars on Ms. Gar¬ 
dener’s life is also felt to be 
suspicious, and FBI handwrit¬ 
ing experts have analyzed ele¬ 
ments of the document and 
given an opinion, Aruban pros¬ 
ecutors are waiting to hear on 
a second opinion. A large num¬ 
ber of witnesses have been 
questioned on Aruba and in the 
U.S., and they expect to hear 
from more, according to Mr. 
Stein. The theory that she 
might be alive has also been 
pursued, with possible com¬ 
munication with family or 
friends monitored, or access or 
use of her bank accounts, 
credit cards or social security 
number. She could not leave 
Aruba at monitored terminals 
as her passport was left behind 
at the hotel, and Aruba has a 
state of the art system for de¬ 
tecting falsified documents at 
their entry and exit ports.

It is felt the results from the 
FBI on the enormous amount 
of material on the confiscated 
devices may influence the is¬ 
suance of a warrant for Mr. 
Giordano’s return to custody. 
Taco Stein concluded his pre¬ 
pared statement with the sen¬ 
timent “You see the Aruban 
police have made a great ef¬ 
fort in close cooperation with 
international partners from 
the U.S., The Kingdom and 
the other Dutch Caribbean is¬ 
lands. The same goes for the 


Prosecutor’s office. We are 
thankful for that support... 
you may understand that I 
cannot go into much detail on 
our investigation, but we will 
continue our efforts to bring 
clarity. The Aruban society 
takes this very seriously; we 
see ourselves as a safe island, 
safe for our inhabitants and 
our guests, and we will leave 
no stone unturned to bring 
about clarity in this case.”

Joran van der Sloot files $10 million lawsuit 
against S. American authorities and murder 
victim’s father 


PERU —Joran van der Sloot, 
has filed a lawsuit against au¬ 
thorities with the Chilean and 
Peruvian government as well 
as Richard Flores, the father of 
the murder victim whom van 
der Sloot is suspected of slay¬ 
ing. Van der Sloof s suit, which 
seeks $10 million in damages, 
alleges that the defendants vi¬ 
olated his human rights as he 
was investigated for the mur¬ 
der of Stephany Flores. 

The 24-year-old van der 
Sloot is alleging that Chilean 
authorities violated his rights 
during his forcible extradition 
from Chile to Peru to face mur¬ 
der charges in the May 30 


killing of Flores, a 21-year-old 
Peruvian business student, 
who was found dead in van der 
Sloof s hotel room in Lima on 
June 2, 2010. 

Van der Sloot has been 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der and robbery in the Flores 
case. The lawsuit alleges there 
was ’’pressure from the then- 
President of the Republic Alan 
Garcia Perez” to have him ex¬ 
tradited. 

The suit further argues that 
police in Chile denied van der 
Sloot access to a telephone or 
computer so he could commu¬ 
nicate with his family and al¬ 
leges he was ’’deprived of his 



right to counsel.” 

In addition to Perez, the 
lawsuit implicates former Pe¬ 
ruvian Minister of Interior Oc¬ 
tavio Salazar, former police 
generals Miguel Hidalgo and 
Cesar Guardia, and Ricardo 
Flores, the father of murder 
victim Stephany Flores. 


Flocks of geese threaten Schiphol 


AMSTERDAM - The 
growing number of geese 
around Amsterdam Schiphol 
airport poses a threat to air 
safety, the safety research 
council has told infrastructure 
minister Melanie Schultz van 
Haegen. 

Although the chance of a 
bird strike is minimal, the 
consequences cannot be as¬ 
sessed, making the risks 'un¬ 


acceptably high’, says the 
council’s report. 

The council recommends 
'quick and vigorous’ action by 
the government to reduce the 
number of geese. 

In a reaction to the report, 
junior minister Joop Atsma 
said it was clearly time to 
solve the geese problem, par¬ 
ticularly following an emer¬ 
gency landing by a Royal Air 


Maroc plane last summer. 
The plane hit a flock of geese 
during take-off and nearly hit 
a nearby tower during the 
landing. 

People living around the 
airport say it is not necessary 
to shoot the geese to improve 
safety. Planes can avoid the 
birds with the help of air traf¬ 
fic control and their radar, a 
spokesman said.

Safety! 


ORANJESTAD - On Novem¬ 
ber 24th SKOA (the Founda¬ 
tion for Catholic Education on 
Aruba), the Police Force, De¬ 
partment of Education, Min¬ 
istry of the Public Prosecutor, 
Foundation for Community 
and Criminality (SMC), and 
Fundacion Telefon pa Huben- 
tud signed a historic protocol, 
dubbed...’Traha na un Scol 
Safe’ (work at a safe school). 
The organizations mentioned 
here will begin working to¬ 
gether to improve the physical 
and emotional security of stu¬ 
dents and teachers at our 
schools on Aruba. 

To be able to achieve the 
goal of safe schools, they will 
introduce a method, called 
‘Traha na un scol safe’ along 
with a manual to be produced 
in the next year. The stand 
point of this unique accord in 
the educational and legal field 
is to ensure that Aruba’s 
schools become safe havens. 
They must be safe physically 
and emotionally for every stu¬ 
dent and teacher as well as for 
parents and headmasters and 
other school personnel. Every¬ 
one ought to feel at home at 
school. The school must radi¬ 
ate an ambience of safety and

stimulate the development of 
every young person. 

To achieve this noble goal, 
organizations and foundations 
involved in education decided 
to unite together and commit to 
the following objectives: 

• The quality of educa¬ 
tion 

• The management of 
care and security at school 

• Cooperation between 
schools and organizations in 
offering support to each other 

• Provide information 
to students and their parents 

• Receive support from 
the Department of Education 

Security Management at 
Schools: 

They have decided that 
henceforth they will apply a 
security management based on 
the method of ‘Traha na un 
scol Safe.’ 

This method was designed 
by the Fundacion Commu- 
nidad y Criminalidad together 
with Telefon pa Hobentud , and 
is in conformity with the treaty 
of the International Rights of 
the Child. The management of 
safety entails, among others, 
that the board of the school 
will promote security and care 
at school and will introduce 
special rules to ward off inap¬ 
propriate behavior at school 
and introduce sanctions for 
breaches of those rules. 

One of the rules will be the 
control of student lockers, 
school bags and clothing. Also 
important will be the social 
skills that students must 
learn...how to communicate 
with teachers and fellow stu¬ 
dents. These will be preventive 
measures. 

SKOA was one of the first 
to sign the protocol, thus 
henceforth SKOA and the Po¬ 
lice Force will be working very 
closely with each other. In the 
process every school will be 
adopted by one of our Barrio 
Police Officers. Every school 
will have a particular Barrio 
Police Officer assigned to it to 
which he will give his full at¬ 
tention. Students and teachers 
will meet the Barrio Officer 
frequently.

Each school pledges to work 
closely and actively with the 
Barrio Police Officer to help 
maintain law and order at the 
school. The Police Force will 
delineate agreements with the 
schools regarding surveillance 
on school premises, the deten¬ 
tion of suspects and on preven- 
titive control of arms and 
drugs. 

SKOA and the Police will 
meet regularly to discuss mat¬ 
ters relating to risks and pre¬ 
vention at school and on 
incidents and certain cases 
which may occur. 

Why have safe schools? 

There are different reasons 
why schools in Aruba want to 
comply with the aspects for en¬ 
suring a safe school. School 
plays a pivital role in the de¬ 
velopment of children and 
young people. Through the 
school’s pedagogical and ed¬ 
ucative role they are contribu¬ 
ting directly to the welfare of 
the community. To be able to 
excute their responsibility well 
teachers must feel physically 
and emotionally safe, and stu¬ 
dents likewise must feel safe in 
order to perform well acade¬ 
mically. 

Regrettably, the atmosphere 


of safety is often absent from 
many schools. There are inci¬ 
dents where the limit of proper 
behavior passes all norms, 
both with respect to adults 
(teachers) and students. In the 
event of such cases the school 
must know how to act in a 
planned manner and with the 
use of clear judgement. 

Security encompasses 
much: 

Security at school is not 
limited to the normal precau¬ 
tions relative to physical 
saftey, such as a wall around 
the premises, vigilance and 
alarm systems. Security en- 
volves much more, for exam¬ 
ple: 

* premises in and around 
the school building 

* cooperation between 
school and the different part¬ 
ners (alliances) 

* social contacts within the 
school, the care of teachers and 
students and the overall ambi¬ 
ence at the school 

* factors relative to delin¬ 
quency and undesired behavior 
such as teasing, the possesion 
of (fire)arms, alcohol and 
drugs 

* the education, how attrac¬ 
tive the class sessions are, the 


professionalism of teachers 
and the academic results of 
students 

These five factors are inter¬ 
related and influences each 
other. Each contains risks that 
could cause a sense of insecu- 
tity in and around the school. 

Factors of protection in a 
safe school: 

The three primary factors of 
protection can be summarized 
in three concepts: 

Personal attention, partici¬ 
pation and the maintainance of 
order.. 

• Personal Atention: 
students want to be recognized 
and be given proper merit. 
When they do good, they want 
to be told so. When they have 
a problem they want to be 
heard. When they mess up they 
want to be reprimanded even- 
though they may not admit this 
publically. 

• Participation: through 
participation students feel a 
sense of loyalty to the school 
and united to each other. If 
they are allowed to participate 
in the decision making process 
regarding their safety and se¬ 
curity at school, this will influ¬ 
ence their sense of respon¬ 
sibility in a positive manner. 


• Regu- 
larMaintenance 
of Rules: rules 
must be clear 
for students and 
personnel. Likewise the con- 
squences for breaking rules 
must also be clear to all. 

• Personal Attention: 
Participation and the Care and 
Maintenance of rules are ex¬ 
tremely important for creating 
a positive atmosphere and 
healthy ambience at school. 

The above named organiza¬ 
tions are committing to jointly 
promote physical and emo¬ 
tional security of teachers and 
students in Aruban schools. It 
is hoped that other schools and 
institutions and NGO’s will 
unite and be part of this proto¬ 



col. A manual will be deve¬ 
loped for the different educa¬ 
tional levels. The first manual 
will be for the secondary 
school level, and is expected to 
be ready at the beginning of 
2012. 

The first Manual is being 
produced thanks to the finan¬ 
cial support of UNESCO and 
the Ministry of Interior Affairs 
and Kingdom Relations of the 
Netherlands.

LONDON (AFP) - Britain led 
a chorus of international out¬ 
rage yesterday over the storm¬ 
ing of its embassy in Tehran by 
protestors, with even staunch 
Iran ally Russia condemning 
the raid. 

"We are outraged by this. It 
is utterly unacceptable and we 
condemn it," a Foreign Office 
spokesman said as Britain 
urged its nationals in Iran to 
stay indoors. 

"Under international law, 
including the Vienna Conven¬ 
tion, the Iranian government 
have a clear duty to protect 
diplomats and embassies in 
their country and we expect 
them to act urgently to bring 
the situation under control and 
ensure the safety of our staff 
and security of our property." 

Protestors stormed Britain’s 
embassy and another diplo¬ 
matic compound in Tehran, 
trashing offices and stealing 
documents in attacks that dra¬ 
matically escalated the West’s 
standoff with Iran over its nu¬ 
clear program and sparked in¬ 
ternational alarm. 

The protests came after 
Britain last week said it would 
cut off all relations with Iran's 
financial sector as part of a raft 
of sanctions coordinated with 


the United States and Canada. 

Washington condemned the 
attacks in the "strongest 
terms," the European Union 
called it "unacceptable" and 
France denounced the "fla¬ 
grant and outrageous violation 
of the Vienna Convention." 

Meanwhile at the United 
Nations, Security Council en¬ 
voys held talks with Western 
nations seeking a strong con¬ 
demnation of the protests. 

"The United States con¬ 
demns in the strongest terms 
the storming of the British Em¬ 
bassy in Tehran," White House 
spokesman Jay Carney said, 
adding "we stand ready to sup¬ 
port our allies at this difficult 
time." 

"We urge Iran to fully re¬ 
spect its international obliga¬ 
tions, to condemn the incident, 
to prosecute the offenders, and 
to ensure that no further such 
incidents take place either at 
the British Embassy or any 
other mission in Iran," he said. 

In Brussels, EU foreign po¬ 
licy chief Catherine Ashton 
said she learned of the attack 
"with extreme concern." 

"I call on the government of 
the Islamic Republic of Iran 
immediately to fulfill its inter¬ 
national obligations, including 


the Vienna Convention, to pro¬ 
tect diplomats and embassies," 
she said in a statement. 

French Foreign Minister 
Alain Juppe said in a statement 
that "France holds the Iranian 
authorities responsible for the 
integrity of all diplomatic mis¬ 
sions in Tehran." 

"Once more, the Iranian 
regime has shown what little 
consideration it has for interna¬ 
tional law. France denounces 
this flagrant and outrageous vi¬ 
olation of the Vienna Conven¬ 
tion" on diplomatic relations, 
Juppe said. 

Close Iran ally Russia also 
slammed the attacks as "unac¬ 
ceptable and deserving con¬ 
demnation," according to a 
foreign ministry statement. 

Moscow said it hoped "the 
Iranian authorities undertake 
necessary measures to imme¬ 
diately restore order, investi¬ 
gate what happened, and 
prevent a repetition of such in¬ 
cidents." 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican White House hopeful 
Herman Cain told campaign 
staff yesterday he is reassess¬ 
ing his 2012 presidential bid, 
senior staffers told US media, 
following allegations of an ex¬ 
tramarital affair.

After that, he went to the is¬ 
land of Utoeya, some 40 kilo¬ 
metres (25 miles) northwest of 
Oslo, where, disguised as a po¬ 
lice officer, he spent nearly an 
hour and a half methodically 
shooting and killing another 69 
people attending a summer 
camp, most of them teenagers. 

The killings were the dead¬ 
liest attacks committed in Nor¬ 
way since World War II, and 
profoundly shocked the nor¬ 
mally tranquil nation. 

Although he has confessed 
to the facts, Behring Breivik 
has refused to plead guilty, 
claiming he was waging a war 
and that his actions were "atro¬ 
cious but necessary."

But he said: "Michael Jackson 
died not because of an isolated 
one-off occurrence or inci¬ 
dent.

(AFP) - Pssst. Wanna buy 
some chemo drugs? 

A new trend in pharmaceu¬ 
tical sales has raised concerns 
over ethics and patient safety, 
as companies buy up critical 
cancer drugs in short supply 
and attempt to resell them at 
huge markups. 

Rather than operate by the 
dark of night on street corners, 
these drug dealers work in 
broad daylight using fax, 
phone and email to deluge 
hospitals with offers. 

Experts say the so-called 
"gray market" is not illegal and 
could even be poised to surge 
further after President Barack 
Obama issued an executive 
order that tried to fix the prob¬ 
lem, but may have just opened 
a larger loophole. 

"These are a number of 
very small firms that have 
popped up out of nowhere. 
Most of them are relatively 
new," said Thomas Smith, di¬ 
rector of palliative medicine at 
Johns Hopkins Medical Insti¬ 
tutions. "It happens in every 
other market, we just don't ex¬ 
pect it to happen in pharmaceu¬ 
ticals for cancer treatment," he 
told AFP. 

More than half (56 percent) 
of the 549 hospitals surveyed 
by the non-profit Institute for 


Safe Medication Practices 
(ISMP) earlier this year said 
they received daily solicita¬ 
tions from gray market ven¬ 
dors "to purchase medications 
no longer available through the 
manufacturer or usual whole¬ 
saler." 

About half of hospitals sur¬ 
veyed (52 percent) admitted to 
buying one or more drugs 
from gray market vendors in 
the past two years, as manu¬ 
facturers halted production of 
some generic drugs because 
they were no longer profitable. 

"I would like to know why 
hospitals can't get these prod¬ 
ucts, but the 'scalpers' can. It is 
unreal to have to deal with 
'scalpers' in healthcare," said 
one survey respondent whose 
name was withheld by ISMP. 

Drug prices ranged from 
650 percent to 4,000 percent 
over the usual cost, said the 
survey, which referred to all 
kinds of pharmaceuticals, not 
just cancer drugs. 

Prescription drug shortages 
in the United States nearly 
tripled from 2005 to 2010, ac¬ 
cording to the Department of 
Health and Human Services 

Just why drugs are falling 
out of production, particularly 
in cancer care, has to do with 
the extremely low price of 
generic medicines and the 
profit incentive that drives 
cancer doctors to prescribe 
costlier medications. 

It remains unknown exactly 
how many gray market drug 
vendors are out there. Five are 
being investigated by Con¬ 
gressman Elijah Cummings 
for offering breast, ovarian, 
colon and lung cancer drugs at 
vastly inflated prices.

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Thirteen of last 15 
years warmest on 
record: UN agency 


DURBAN (AFP) - Thirteen of 
the warmest years recorded 
have occurred within the last 
decade and a half, the UN's 
World Meteorological Organ¬ 
isation said on Tuesday. 

The year 2011 caps a 
decade that ties the record as 
the hottest ever measured, the 
WMO said in its annual report 
on climate trends and extreme 
weather events, unveiled at 
UN climate talks in Durban, 
South Africa. 

"Our science is solid and it 
proves unequivocally that the 
world is warming and that this 
warming is due to human ac¬ 
tivities," WMO Secretary- 
General Michel Jarraud said in 
a statement, adding that policy 
makers should take note of the 
findings. 

"Concentrations of green¬ 
house gases in the atmosphere 
have reached new highs and 
are very rapidly approaching 
levels consistent with a 2 to 
2.4 Celsius rise in average 
global temperatures." 

Scientists believe that any 
rise above the 2.0 threshold 
could trigger far-reaching and 
irreversible changes on Earth 


over land and in the seas. 

The 2002-2011 period 
equals 2001-2010 as the 
warmest decade since 1850, 
the report said. 

2011 ranks as the 10th 
warmest year since 1850, 
when accurate measurements 
began. 

This was true despite a La 
Nina event — one of the 
strongest in 60 years -- that de¬ 
veloped in the tropical Pacific 
in the second half of 2010 and 
continued until May 2011. 

The report noted that the 
cyclical climate phenomenon, 
which strikes every three to 
seven years, helped drive ex¬ 
treme weather events includ¬ 
ing drought in east Africa, 
islands in the central equato¬ 
rial Pacific and the southern 
United States. 

It also aggravated flooding 
in southern Africa, eastern 
Australia and southern Asia. 

While La Nina, and its me¬ 
teorological cousin El Nino, 
are not caused by climate 
change, rising ocean tempera¬ 
tures caused by global warm¬ 
ing may affect their intensity 
and frequency, scientists say. 


Internet has become 
'surveillance machine': 
Assange 


(AFP) - WikiLeaks founder 
Julian Assange blasted the 
mainstream media, Washing¬ 
ton, banks and the Internet it¬ 
self as he addressed journalists 
in Hong Kong via videolink 
from house arrest in England. 

Fresh from accepting a top 
award for journalism from the 
prestigious Walkley Founda¬ 
tion in his native Australia on 
Sunday, Assange spoke to the 
News World Summit in Hong 
Kong before keeping a regular 
appointment with the police. 

He defended his right to 
call himself a journalist and 
said WikiLeaks' next "battle" 
would be to ensure that the In¬ 
ternet does not turn into a vast 
surveillance tool for govern¬ 
ments and corporations. 

"Of course I'm a goddamn 
journalist," he responded with 
affected frustration when a 
moderator of the conference 
asked if he was a member of 
the profession. 

He said his written record 
spoke for itself and argued 
that the only reason people 
kept asking him if he was a 
journalist was because the 
United States’ government 
wanted to silence him. 


The former hacker criti¬ 
cised journalists and the main¬ 
stream media for becoming 
too cosy with the powerful 
and secretive organisations 
they were supposed to be 
holding to account. 

In a 40-minute address, he 
also accused credit card com¬ 
panies such as Visa and Mas¬ 
tercard of illegally cutting 
WikiLeaks off from funding 
under a secret deal with the 
White House. 

The Internet itself had be¬ 
come "the most significant 
surveillance machine that we 
have ever seen," Assange said 
in reference to the amount of 
information people give about 
themselves online. 

The anti-secrecy activist 
then help up a handwritten 
sign from an aide telling him 
to "stop" talking or he would 
be late for a mandatory ap¬ 
pointment with police. 

Assange, 40, is under 
house arrest in England pend¬ 
ing the outcome of a Swedish 
extradition request over 
claims of rape and sexual as¬ 
sault made by two women. He 
says he is the victim of a 
smear campaign.

"This was a difficult decision, 
but it is the necessary and right 
path for us to take — and take 
now — to become a more effi¬ 
cient, financially stronger, and 
competitive airline," said 
Thomas Horton, who was 
named as Arpey’s replacement. 

The airline, which serves 
260 cities through a network 
that reaches 50 countries and 
territories, insisted it would 
continue "normal business op¬ 
erations." 

But that claim was slapped 
down by some industry ana¬ 
lysts. 

"Cuts will come: They’ve 
said everything is normal for 
now, but the cutting will surely 
start soon. They'll reduce air¬ 
craft, employees and routes," 
said Seth Kaplan of Airline 
Weekly. 

"Look for American hubs 
like Dallas and Miami, where 
AA has a good competitive po¬ 
sition, to escape relatively un¬ 


scathed. Los Angeles and even 
Chicago, on the other hand, 
could be more vulnerable." 

AA said passengers will see 
tickets and air mileage plans 
honored. 

Airline workers lamented 
the move and vowed to fight to 
retain benefits. 

"While we think this bank¬ 
ruptcy could have and should 
have been avoided, it does not 
come as a surprise," the Trans¬ 
port Workers Union said in a 
statement. 

"This is likely to be a long 
and ugly process and our union 
will fight like hell to make sure 
that front line workers don’t 
pay an unfair price for manage¬ 
ment's failings." 

The filing could have broad 
repercussions for the airline 
sector. Rumors had swirled for 
months that AMR would file 
for bankruptcy protection, after 
an unusual spike in pilot retire¬ 
ments, with the pilots trying to 


sell off their own stocks in the 
company. 

Shares in AMR have now 
plunged 95 percent in the last 
year, selling at 32 cents a share, 
giving the company a market 
value of around $105 million. 

The move will fuel specula¬ 
tion that American Airlines is 
looking for a merger in an in¬ 
dustry that has seen a swathe of 
consolidation in recent years 
and regularly suffers from oil 
or other shocks. 

American's long-rumored 
suitor and Oneworld partner 
International Airlines Group — 
the holding company that runs 
British Airways and Iberia — 
was quick to offer its support. 

"We have a successful joint 
business together and believe 
that this will provide us with an 
opportunity to get stronger," 
IAG said in a statement. 

"We have every confidence 
in the future of American Air¬ 
lines." 


Britain slashes economic growth outlook 


LONDON (AFP) - The British 
government yesterday slashed 
its growth outlook, blaming 
the impact of the eurozone 
debt crisis, and unveiled a £30- 
billion infrastructure scheme to 
help kickstart the economy. 

Finance minister George 
Osborne, delivering his au¬ 
tumn statement to parliament, 
insisted however that there 
would be no let-up in the coali¬ 
tion's plans to axe the deficit 
and steer clear of the global 
debt storm. 

Markets took the news in 
their stride as the contents of 
the statement had been widely 


trailed in the media. 

The economy would grow 
by just 0.7 percent next year, 
about a quarter of the previous 
official forecast of 2.5 percent, 
given in March, as Britain 
struggles to shield itself from 
the eurozone crisis. 

Gross domestic product 
(GDP) was predicted to ex¬ 
pand by 0.9 percent this year, 
about half the prior guidance 
for 1.7-percent growth. 

Chancellor of the Excheq¬ 
uer Osborne was citing figures 
provided by the Office for 
Budget Responsibility (OBR), 
an independent fiscal watch¬ 


dog set up by the government 
last year. 

The OBR also raised its 
state borrowing forecasts for 
the next five years, putting a 
dent in the Conservative-Li¬ 
beral Democrat government's 
hopes of virtually eliminating 
the deficit by 2015. 

"Much of Europe now ap¬ 
pears to be heading into a re¬ 
cession caused by a chronic 
lack of confidence in the abi¬ 
lity of countries to deal with 
their debts," Osborne told law¬ 
makers. "We will do whatever 
it takes to protect Britain from 
this debt storm while doing all 
we can to build the foundations 
of future growth. 

"Today, we set out how we 
will do that by demonstrating 
that this country has the will 
to live within its means and 
keep interest rates low," he 
added. 

The OBR stopped short of 
predicting a double-dip reces¬ 
sion in Britain — but Osborne 
refused to rule out a fresh 
downturn.

Dutch public deficit to 
hit 4.5% 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Netherlands public deficit will 
likely come in at 4.5 percent of 
gross domestic product (GDP) 
this year, higher than the 
planned 4.2 percent, Finance 
Minister Jan Kees de Jager 
said yesterday. 

The increase was due 
mostly to tax revenues coming 
in lower than expected and the 
minister also told parliament 


that the country's debt would 
likely rise to 65 percent of 
GDP. 

The Netherlands, which is 
among the eurozone's fiscal 
hawks, had a public deficit of 
5.1 percent last year. 

EU members are supposed 
to keep their public deficits 
below 3.0 percent of GDP and 
public debt at under 60 per¬ 
cent. 


Eurozone confirms release 


of Greek aid loans 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Euro fi¬ 
nance ministers confirmed 
yesterday that their govern¬ 
ments have agreed to release 
their share of an 8.0-billion- 
euro loan Greece needs to 
avoid default, an EU diplomat 
said. 

"It's done," the diplomat 
said after ministers from the 
other 16 eurozone states ac¬ 
cepted that all conditions im¬ 
posed on Athens since the 
monies were first frozen back 
in August had now been met. 

The eurozone states are 
committed to a 5.8-billion- 
euro payout, the other 2.2 bil¬ 
lion due from the IMF. 

Greece needs the funds by 
December 15 to pay its bills. 
The funds are the sixth install¬ 
ment from a 110-billion-euro 


EU-IMF bailout offered to 
Athens in May 2010. 

The eurozone has held up 
the funds since August as it 
waited for Greece to commit to 
economic reforms.

to YouTube movies and televi¬ 
sion marketing manager Min- 
jae Ormes. 

"Even more of the great 
Disney classics and new re¬ 
leases will be added in weeks 
to come, including our 
YouTube Movie Extras with 
behind-the-scenes clips, inter¬ 
views, and more," Ormes 
promised in a blog post. 

Earlier this month, 
YouTube and The Walt Disney 
Co. said they were teaming up 
to produce an original video 
series and feature "family- 
friendly" Disney programming 
on the popular video-sharing 
site. 

Disney Interactive and 
YouTube said the program¬ 
ming will be available on Dis¬ 
ney, com and on YouTube and 
the "complementary online 
video destinations" will launch 
in early 2012. 

"Disney Interactive will 
produce and program the co¬ 
branded video destinations for 


both Disney.com and 
YouTube, providing a family- 
friendly experience for view¬ 
ers across both platforms," 
Disney and YouTube said. 

The programming will in¬ 
clude original video from Dis¬ 
ney, Disney Interactive 
original series, some Disney 
Channel programming and 
content created by Disney 
users. 

The first project will launch 
in February and will be an 
original video series based on 
Disney’s mobile game 
"Where’s My Water?"

Dutch astronaut's cheesy request 



(AFP) - Dutch astronaut Andre 
Kuipers will have a special 
treat waiting for him in orbit 
when he arrives in space next 
month: five kilogrammes of 
Amsterdam’s finest cheese, its 
maker. 

The 5 3-year-old Kuipers is 
due to blast off on board a 
Soyuz rocket on December 21 
with two other astronauts for a 
five-month-mission on board 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion. 


"Andre is a big fan 
of our cheese and asked 
us in a letter to arrange 
with space authorities 
to see if we could send 
up some of his 
favourite Old Amster¬ 
dam," the cheese- 
maker’s spokeswoman 
Henriette Westland told 
AFP. 

"After numerous 
emails to NASA and the Euro¬ 
pean Space Agency, they 
agreed to send up around 10 
kilogrammes (22 pounds)," 
she added. 

She said the Dutch tradi¬ 
tional snack had to be specially 
cut and wrapped before being 
shipped to Houston and then to 
Kazakhstan, where five kilo¬ 
grammes were blasted off on 
board a cargo rocket to the ISS 
at the end of October. 



Another five kilogrammes 
are expected to go up on an¬ 
other freight rocket from the 
Baikonur launching site by the 
end of January, Westland 
added.

Cuba lashes out against 
’vulgarity' in music 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba this 
week took aim at "vulgarity" 
in popular music, decrying the 
sexually graphic lyrics that are 
increasingly common in music 
played by young people on the 
communist island. 

"We note with great con¬ 
cern that in the past few years 
there has been a... type of artis¬ 
tic expression, including in 
popular Cuban music, that 
leaves much to be desired," 
read the opinion piece appear¬ 
ing in the daily Granma news¬ 
paper. 

Cuba sees itself as the birth¬ 
place of salsa, which is seen as 
a national musical treasure. 

But like Cuba's communist 
officials, some on the island 
take exception to reggaeton, a 


hybrid of Puerto Rican, Ja¬ 
maican and Latin American 
urban music that is sweeping 
the island. 

Reggaeton often is also 
combined with rapping or 
singing in Spanish, and its ob¬ 
jectionable, even explicit, 
lyrics are the main cause of 
controversy. 

In the lengthy article enti¬ 
tled "Vulgarity in Our Music: 
A Choice for the Cuban Peo¬ 
ple?," the government in¬ 
veighed against the "macho" 
tone of many of the lyrics, 
which "reduce sexual relations 
to something on the level of a 
transaction between a prosti¬ 
tute" and her client, the official 
Communist Party newspaper 
wrote.

Basketballs Syracuse coach gets school backing 


SYRACUSE (AFP) - Syra¬ 
cuse University basketball 
coach Jim Boeheim received 
support from school officials 
on Tuesday as a probe contin¬ 
ued into child molestation al¬ 
legations against his long-time 
assistant. 

Some advocates for sex 
abuse victims called for the 
firing of Boeheim after three 
men, two of them former ball- 
boys for the Orangemen, ac¬ 
cused ex-assistant coach 
Bernie Fine of molesting 
them. 

Boeheim defended Fine 
after the first two accusers 
came forward, saying they 
were lying in the wake of a pe¬ 
dophilia scandal that hit Penn 
State University's storied 


American football program. 

But Boeheim backed off his 
statements after Fine was fired 
on Sunday. 

"I deeply regret any state¬ 
ments I made that might have 
inhibited that from occurring 
or been insensitive to victims 
of abuse." 

Boeheim, in his 36th season 
coaching at the college he 
once attended, is 862-301 in 
his career, including a national 
college crown in 2003. 

Fine, 65, was in his 36th 
season at the university he also 
once attended. He was placed 
on administrative leave after 
the university learned authori¬ 
ties were investigating mo¬ 
lestation claims against him. 

Fine, who has not been 


charged with any crime, has 
called the allegations "patently 
false". 

The backing for Boeheim 
came hours before Syracuse 
played its first game since the 
firing of Fine. 

The Syracuse Police De¬ 
partment released a statement 
regarding why no action was 
taken in 2002 when claims 
were raised against Fine, de¬ 
tailing what happened nine 


years ago when accusations 
were first made against Fine. 

Bobby Davis and step¬ 
brother Mike Lang went pub¬ 
lic with their claims against 
Fine in the wake of the Penn 
State scandal and a third man, 
Zach Tomaselli, made his 
claims against Fine public on 
Sunday. 

Davis went to Syracuse po¬ 
lice in 2002 with claims 
against Fine but was told by 


detective Doug Fox that be¬ 
cause the abuse had stopped 
12 years before, no arrest was 
possible because a statute of 
limitations had expired. 

Syracuse police chief Frank 
Fowler said former chief Den¬ 
nis DuVal, a former basketball 
player for the school from 
1972-1974 before Fine's 
tenure began, was aware of 
Davis' 2002 claims against the 
then-assistant coach. 
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nba: Players make 
first moves toward 
ratifying new deal 


NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
players made their first moves 
toward ratifying a tentative 
settlement agreement with 
team owners, starting the 
process of recertifying their 
union so they can vote on a 
new deal. 

The move came as a group 
of players who filed an anti¬ 
trust lawsuit asked a federal 
judge to stay any action on the 
lawsuit while final details of a 
settlement are being ham¬ 
mered out. 

An agreement early Satur¬ 
day morning that appears set 
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to end the lockout which 
began July 1 must be ratified 
by the owners and the players, 
who must first vote to re-es¬ 
tablish their union so they can 
agree to the 10-year deal. 

Players decertified the 
union earlier this month so 
they could pursue the anti-trust 
lawsuit. 

The National Basketball 
Players Association sent letters 
to 450 players on Monday ask¬ 
ing for signatures to recertify 
the union. Players are ex¬ 
pected to do so. After that, a 
majority of players must vote 
in favor of the new deal. 

The players, like the NBA 
Board of Governors, are ex¬ 
pected to approve the deal 
rather than send the sides back 
to the negotiating table. 

Under the terms of the new 
NBA deal, a season of 66 
games per team, 16 shorter 
than normal, is set to begin on 
December 25 with the cam¬ 
paign stretching to late April 
and the NBA Finals pushed 
back to late June. 

Owners won a 50-50 split 
of the NBA’s annual revenue, 
about $4 billion, after giving 
players 57 percent of revenues 
under the old deal that expired 
in June. 

That amounts to about 
$300 million more for owners 
and less for players. Owners 
claimed they lost about $300 
million last season, with only 
eight of the NBA’s 30 teams 
turning a profit. 

Also, the NBA players who 
filed the anti-trust lawsuit 
wrote a letter to US District 
Judge Patrick Schiltz saying 
they are working on final 
terms of the deal and wanted 
Schiltz to stay any scheduled 
court action until December 9. 

That is also the date the 
NBA intends to open training 
camp and begin a free agency 
signing period.

Just 95 seconds later, Brees 
connected with Graham on a 
29-yard touchdown pass, 
boosting the Saints' lead to 35- 
10. 

Manning cracked the New 
Orleans defense in the fourth 
quarter, hooking up with Vic¬ 
tor Cruz on touchdowns of 4 
and 72 yards. 

Brees guided a nine-play, 
80-yard drive that ended on a 
12-yard Pierre Thomas touch¬ 
down run and Mark Ingram 
added a 3 5-yard touchdown 
run with 62 seconds remain¬ 
ing. 

Manning completed his 
first 21 passes of the second 
half, one shy of the NFL sin¬ 
gle-game consecutive comple¬ 
tions record held by Mark 
Brunell and David Carr.

NFL: Brees 
powers Saints 
to Giants rout 


NEW ORLEANS (AFP) - 
Drew Brees threw four touch¬ 
down passes and ran for an¬ 
other on Monday to spark the 
New Orleans Saints to a 49- 
24 rout of the New York Gi¬ 
ants in a game of National 
Football League contenders. 

Brees, the 32-year-old 
quarterback who led the 
Saints to a 2010 Super Bowl 
title, completed 24 of 38 
passes for 363 yards, giving 
him 3,689 passing yards this 
year, keeping him on pace for 
the NFL's most prolific pass¬ 
ing season. 

"I'm not allowing it to be¬ 
come a distraction,” Brees 
said of his record bid. "As 
long as we win ball games, we 
invite all those records. You 
want to put your best perform¬ 
ance on the field every week.” 

The Saints produced 577 
total offensive yards, the sec¬ 
ond-most ever conceded by 
the Giants since their 1925 
creation — Giants' defenders 
surrendered 682 yards in a 
1943 game. 

"I can't say enough about 
our team,” Brees said. "We 
won tonight in every aspect.” 

The Saints (8-3) stayed one 
game in front of the Atlanta 
Falcons atop the NFC South 
division heading into next 
Sunday's home game against 
Detroit (7-4) while New York 
(6-5) fell one game behind 
first-place Dallas in the NFC 
East. 

The Giants suffered their 
third loss in a row ahead of 
Sunday's home game against 
reigning Super Bowl cham¬ 
pion Green Bay, this season's 
only unbeaten NFL squad at 
11 - 0 . 

Brees threw for 265 yards 
and three touchdowns in the 
first half, marching the Saints 
on three scoring drives of 80 
yards or more, and both ran 
and threw for touchdowns in 
the third quarter to frustrate 
the Giants. 

Asked how the Saints 
could top such a stellar effort, 


Brees laughed. 

"You can always get bet¬ 
ter,” he said. "There is always 
something to prove.” 

New York quarterback Eli 
Manning, who lived in New 
Orleans when his father 
Archie was the Saints' quar¬ 
terback, had his homecoming 
spoiled by a Saints' defense 
that muffled his side's run at¬ 
tack and kept him under pres¬ 
sure. 

"It was a big win for us,” 
Saints coach Sean Payton 
said. "Like any game it wasn't 
perfect. But I was pleased 
with the win.” 

Brees opened the scoring 
eight seconds into the second 
quarter on a four-yard touch¬ 
down pass to Lance Moore, 
flipped a five-yard touchdown 
pass to Jimmy Graham with 
2:21 remaining in the period 
and tossed a 10-yard touch¬ 
down pass to Moore only 1:46 
later to give New Orleans a 
21-3 half-time lead. 

"He made some fantastic 
throws,” Payton said. "There's 
a confidence players have 
around him. He has thrown 
the ball with good rhythm and 
balance.” 

Moore had five catches for 
54 yards in the first half while 
Graham caught four passes 
for 55 yards. Marques Colston 
caught three passes for 78 
yards, all on the Saints' final 
first-half scoring drive, which 
took only 34 seconds. 

The Giants, whose only 
first-half points came on a 42- 
yard Lawrence Tynes field 
goal, trimmed the New Or¬ 
leans lead to 21-10 on an 
eight-yard Brandon Jacobs 
touchdown run only 4:17 into 
the third quarter. 

But the Saints answered 
with a 73-yard touchdown 
drive that was capped when 
Brees ran eight yards for a 
touchdown after 9:12 of the 
third quarter. It was the first 
rushing touchdown of the sea¬ 
son for Brees.

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NFL: Detroit's Suh banned two 
games for stomping foe 


DETROIT (AFP) - Detroit 
Lions defensive tackle 
Ndamukong Suh was sus¬ 
pended for two games by the 
National Football League on 
Tuesday for stomping on 
Green Bay Packers guard Evan 
Dietrich-Smith last Sunday. 

Suh, whose mother is from 
Jamaica and whose father is 
from Cameroon, will miss De¬ 
troit's game next Sunday at 
New Orleans and a December 
11 home game against the 
Minnesota Vikings. He won't 
be paid until his December 12 
return. 

The NFL imposed the ban 
for unsportsmanlike conduct. 
Suh cannot work out at the 
team's facility during the sus¬ 
pension but the payroll hit will 
be minimal as Suh's five-year 
contract pays him $40 million 
and as much as $68 million 
with incentives. 

Suh, who called NFL com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell on 



Sunday to apologize for the in¬ 
cident, has three days to appeal 
the decision. 

If he does, the league plans 
to expedite the process for a 
final decision before next Sun¬ 
day's game. 

While winning NFL Defen¬ 
sive Rookie of the Year honors 
last season, Suh was fined 
three times last season and 
again after throwing a quarter¬ 
back to the ground after he had 
thrown the ball during a pre¬ 
season game last August. 

The latest violation came 
last Thursday in a nationally 


telecast game on the US 
Thanksgiving holiday when 
Suh lifted his right leg and 
slammed down his foot onto 
the arm of Dietrich-Smith 
while he was lying on the 
ground. 

Suh, who had already 
shoved the Packers' blocker's 
helmet to the ground while he 
was on the field, was ejected 
for kicking. Suh said after the 
game he did not intentionally 
step on Dietrich-Smith but 
later apologized on his Face- 
book website page. 

The incident took place in 
the third quarter of Green 
Bay's 27-15 victory over the 
Lions, a triumph that kept the 
reigning Super Bowl champi¬ 
ons the only undefeated team 
in the NFL this season. 

At 7-4, the Lions are level 
with Chicago and Atlanta for 
two National Conference wild¬ 
card playoff berths with five 
games remaining in the season.
